We were privileged to. visit the 
Dry Farming Congress during the 
past week. Very full reports have 
appeared in the provincial daily 
papers, so that our readers are ‘fully 
pogted as to the various phases of 
this unique exhibition. For. solid 
educational worth it far outranks all 
exhibitions which we have ever had 
the privilege of attending. The great 
value of the American contribution 
could not be over-estimated, but the 
pre-eminence of Canada as the gran- 
ary of the world was manifest ina 
most marked degree. Many of the 
American exhibits were striking, that 
of Sacramento Valley, California. 
being especially magnificent. Fruits 
in their bloom and beauty were 
successfufgy preserved in immense 
glass sealers, some of them stand- 
ing several feet in height. .'The dis- 
play of nuts and vegetables in thir 
collection = was also. very fine. 
Oklahoma showed a fog cabin built 
of the bamboo of the corn plant. 
with an interior view of a negro 
with grinning teeth about to addres: 
his respects ta a monster water- 
while on ‘every hand wert 
of that state in 

Utah, Colorado.

| Oregon, Washington, Idaho, and sev 


‘eral other States were also repre- 
sented. China showed a display o! 
grains, cotton, wool, and other pro- 
ducts, mostly from Mukden, and very 
similar to the grains and products 


‘lof our own and other countries, but 


they would stand no chance with a 
bushel of wheat in the world compe- 
tition, judging by the samples shown, 
which were much inferior to the 
cereals of Canada and of the United 
States. 

We had the pleasure of meeting the 
winner of the $2500 prize for thc 
Lest bushel of wheat. This fortunate 
farmer, Henry Tolmes of Raymond, 
not only won the first prize but he 
disposed of a large quantity of th 
wheat at $4.00 a bushel. 

From callowness and inexperience 
of the methods of exhibitors gener- 
ally, we had supposed this bushel to 
be a bulk sample, instead of which 
we discovered that every grain had 
been hand-picked by the winner's 
family. We expressed surprise at this 
fact in the presence of another 
competitor, who calmly informed us 
bat we were extremely innocent— 
we did not deny,—and that 
his own bushel had cost him $75 to 
pick. The same methods apparently 
are followed in gathering sheaves. 
We-heard of one instance where five 
sheaves gathered by the C.P.R. took 
the labor of five men. for six days 
in a field of many acres. We have 
no fault to find with these methods, 
providing the people whom it is 
sought to impress by means of these 
sumples are enlightened as_ frankly 
as we were, but we fear this is not 
donc, hence we say that such samples 
aie likely to convey a false impres- 
sion to the world. 

We also heard of five girls of a 
Sunday School class being engaged 
iby the C.P.R. at one of the experi- 
| mental farms of the province at‘$1.60 
‘aday for five days to hand-pick a 
_bushel of wheat. Each girl was given 
la pint of wheat at a time, the 
;small grains being rejected and the 
‘heavy kernels selected. ‘From eleven 
jbushels one bushel of the finest 
“wheat was gradually selected. Now 
‘it is quite true that this wheat was 
grown, in Canada, that it was all 
grown in one field perhaps, but in 
the ends of the earth, if we rightly 
understand the way men’ look at 
these things, it will everywhere be 
suppased that this is a bulk sample. 
It may be said that the C.P.R., the 
Dry Farming Congress, nor anybody 
else is responsible for the supposi- 
tions of the people, and that the 
people themselves are responsible for 
any false impressions so created. 
We look at this matter purely from 
the standpoint of common honesty, 
fairness, and frankness, and to us it 
does not’ seem right. The facts 
should be published ‘and displayed 
along with all such samples. We 
were told that the winner of last 


year even weighed each grain, and 
this information was given us by a 
prominent farmer who was a com- 
petitor. 

It was a_ wonderful exhibition. 
however, and of great instructive 
value.

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THE TEACHERS’ 
CONVENTION 


Minister of “Education Ad- 
dresses Meeting 


—_ 


The thirteenth annual Convention 
of the Red Deer Inspectorial District 
Teachers’ Association was held in 
the Public School, Red Deer, on 
Thursday and Friday last, Oct. 24th 
and 25th. 

Qn Thursday afternoon there were 
soine fifty-two in attendance, which 
was increased to sixty the second 
day. Considering the very bad con- 
dition of the country roads, the at- 
tendance was considered large. 

The chair was taken by President 
A. R. Gibson, iM.A., who called on 
Rev. W. G. Brown to open proceed- 
ings with an invocation, after which 
Mayor R. B. Welliver delivered an 
address of welcome to the teachers. 
He pointed out to the convention 
what seemed to him to be a remedy 
for the unfortunate condition that 
exists in the flow of population from 
the country into the towns and cities. 
His belief was that. if the home con- 
ditions were improved along the 
line of the conveniences, such as 
improvement in’ buildings, water and 
sewerage in the homes, the young 
people would be more likely to re- 
main on the farm. But, above all, 
he felt that the crying need was 
good roads so that ‘farmers could 
easily get into town. 

Trustee J. A. Carswell, on behalf 
of the School Board, extended a 
hearty welcome to the teachers, and 
extended an invitation to all present 
to be the guests of the School Board 
at the Lyric Theatre, where a spec- 
ial perfoemance was put on for 
their benefit at 7.30 o'clock. 

President A. R. Gilsson made a 
very interesting address, speaking 
more particularly of the difference 
between our system of teaching and 
that of Scotland. 

Hon. J. R. Boyle, Minister of 
Education for the Province of Al- 
berta, was present, and gave a most 
lucid and comprihensive address. 
Dealing more particularly with the 
problems as they appear to the De- 
partment. He said that: 60 per cent. 
of* the school enrollment in thc 
province was in the’ rural districts. 
Of these a very small percentage 
would find their way to the Univer: 
sities, a little larger. per cent. to the 
high schols,but the great ‘mass would 
still have to work their,;way through 
life with the education they received 
at the rural schools. These, it was 
needless to say, could have: teachers 
qualified to which all the ‘ subjects 
that rural pupils ought to have the 
opportunity of studying. The De- 
partment has under its consideration 
the establishing of Semi-Technical 
schools for instruction in farming, 
but he still felt that the mass of 
the young men of the country could 
not attend these. There was the sys- 
tem of consolidation advocated that 
would help out in certain communi- 
ties ; there was the system of having 
teachers, who had taken — special 
courses, visiting several schools and 
teaching those subjects needful to 
farmers in which the teachers are 
not qualified to teach. All these 
methods are, at presont, under the 
serious consideration of the Depart- 
ment, and it was the hope of the 
Minister that a satisfactory solution 
would be obtained. 

The | Minister was 
throughout his address 
greatest attention. 

At the close of the session there 
was an “At Home” given by the 
Red Deer teaching staff in the assem- 
bly room, which reflected great cred- 
it on the Red Deer young | ladies and 
was highly appreciated by the ‘visit- 
ors. 

In the evening the teachers were 
the guests of the School Board at 
the Lyric, where a special pro- 
gramme, including Capt. Scott's 
South Pole expedition, was shown.

and idolatry and bestility of the 
Hindoos to their indifference and per- 
versencss of nature.
